1 . SUMMARY: RECEPTION RESULTS OBTAINED IN ZHITOMIR (UKRAINE) 
INDICATE THAT, DESPITE INTENTIONAL NOISE-TYPE JAMMING, 

RADIO LIBERTY BROADCASTS CAN BE HEARD WITH A GOOD SIGNAL IN 
THAT GEOGRAPHIC SECTION OF USSR. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN ZHITOMIR, RADIO LIBERTY BROADCASTS IN RUSSIAN COULD BE 
RECEIVED WITH A GOOD, AND AT TIMES EXCELLENT, SIGNAL DURING 
EVENING PERIOD, 1500-2200 GMT, ALTHOUGH SLIGHT CO-CHANNEL 
NOISE-TYPE JAMMERS COULD BE HEARD IN BACKGROUND. SEVERE CO- 
CHANNEL NOISE JAMMING EXPERIENCED BALANCE OF EVENING BROAD- 
CAST PERIOD, 2200-2400 GMT. ADDITIONALLY, RL RUSSIAN 
BROADCASTS RECEIVED GOOD TO OCCASIONALLY FAIR DURING MORNING 
BROADCAST PERIOD, 0200-0600 GMT. NOISE JAMMING BECAME 

SEVERE DURING BALANCE OF PERIOD, 0600-0900 GMT. 

3. ALSO IN ZHITOMIR, RL BROADCASTS IN UKRAINIAN 
RECEIVED WITH A GOOD SIGNAL DURING EVENING PERIOD, 
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1500-1600 GMT AND 1900-2200 GMT. (JAMMED SEVERELY 
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1600-1700 GMT). CONVERSELY, JAMMING WAS SEVERE DURING 
MORNING PERIOD, 0200-0400 GMT. 

4. THERE WAS NO LOCAL JAMMER OPERATING IN ZHITOMIR. 

5. RECEPTION OF VOA RUSSIAN AND UKRAINIAN BROADCASTS 
WAS GOOD DURING BOTH MORNING AND EVENING PERIODS WITH 
SEVERAL FREQUENCIES PROVIDING GOOD SIGNALS. 

6. IN KIEV, RL BROADCASTS IN RUSSIAN AND UKRAINIAN WERE 
MOSTLY JAMMED OUT BY NOISE-TYPE JAMMERS DURING BOTH 
MORNING AND EVENING BROADCAST PERIODS. HOWEVER. 
RECEPTION IMPROVED TO GOOD. DESPITE JAMMING, DURING 
TRAIN TRAVEL KIEV-MOSCOW BEGINNING AT 1900 GMT AND 
LASTING FOR ABOUT ONE HOUR OR MORE (FOR RUSSIAN ONLY) 
UNTIL ABOUT 45 KM OUTSIDE OFKIEV WHEN SKYWAVE JAMMING 
AGAIN BECAME SEVERE. BELIEVE ONLY NOISE-TYPE JAMMER 
OPERATING IN KIEV ON EACH INDIVIDUAL RL FREQUENCY, RATHER 
THAN MA YAK-TYPE JAMMER WHICH OBLITERATES PORTIONS OF 
SHORWAVE BAND, AS WAS OBSERVED DURING PREVIOUS VISIT 

IN DEC. 1974.
